By this old method it took years to acquire the knowledge 
which can now be acquired ina few weeks through systematic instruction under experienced men 
paid to do nothing else. There is alsoa class of tuners who will want to teach you. We have had 
dozens of men come to us who have tried to learn in this manner butafter weeks of wasted time they

Basis of the Tuner’s Work. [!t is estimated that nearly 350,000 pianos have been made in this country in a single 
year.
